Synopsis of Bill 
 
House Bill 617 appropriates $200,000 from the general fund in FY06 to the Cultural Affairs De-
partment to employ one full-time ranger at and perform maintenance and emergency repairs at 
Coronado State Monument in Bernalillo. 
 

Significant Issues 
 
Coronado State Monument includes the partially reconstructed ruins of the ancient Pueblo of 
Kuaua. This monument is named for Francisco Vasquez de Coronado who is thought to have 
camped nearby in 1540.  The Kuaua Mural Hall houses 15 panels of the original murals exca-
vated out of one of the rectangle kivas.  The visitor center was designed by John Gaw Meem.   
 
FISCAL IMPLICATIONS 
 
The appropriation of $200,000 contained in this bill is a recurring expense to the general fund. 
Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of FY06 shall revert to the gen-
eral fund.
